This le:;t is tho climax of a most patri- 


otic psalm. Tho inspired poet is thiuliios 
df hia country, which bo calls Jerusalem 
oven more aptly than Virgil called his 
country Bomc. Filled with tho truest 
national spirit, the psalmist exhorts ths 
people to love llii'ir land, to ''pray for the 
peaee of, Jcnisalem," Riving as tho firse 
element in a basis for patriotism their 
personal prospoiity:—"lliey shall prosper 
that love thee." Then follows tho beau- 
tiful prayer: "Peace bo within thy walls 
ami prosperity within tliy palaces." 
But 


tho psalmist is not yet satisfied, so ho 
cc'ntiaues: "For my brethren nnd com- 
panions sake I will now say, Peace be 
•n;tlMU the?." Hero tho emphasis is put 
upon philanthropy, or love for other men. 
•as the second element i'i the basis; but 
all this is not enough.

Less ot America interfered with local at- 
tachmeut."That may be true, even now, 
but this vast territory enables us to offer 
to any may laud aud a chance for mater- 
ial prosperity. Is the soil of any country 
bettcradnptfi<! to agriculture? Is there 
any \vhflre a land capable of a more varied 
or a more abundant fruitfulness? It is 
hardly too much to repeat deliberately 
the figure of an enthusiastic American: 
"J3nt tickle the laud with a hoe, and it 
will luugh with a harvest." Down deep-, 
er are mineral respurcos, also, and ( n 
every side nature is furnishing matoriul 
for the most successful work of man. It 
a mau lias wisdom and energy enough to 
make a nome, to acquire property, to ex- 
ert influence any where, be nurely can t"o 
either or all here. If an ordinary mau 
wishes to lift himself out ot any Tgnoble 
position, if be wishes to 
live 
his 


largest 
life, 
to 
draw 
out 


all there is in him, ho surely can more 
easily do all that .here. Any man . who 
loves and serves tins laud will prosper if 
he deserves prosperity, and God does not, 
for some eternal reason, interfere. 13ut 
this personal element is not enough. 
They would be feeble patriots who cared 
for a laud only because it was rich in op- 
portunities for personal gain. That kind 
of patriotism never made a statesman or 
a hero. Did Lincoln, think you, bear his 
awful burdens for personal aggrandize- 
ment? Was that the character of- his pa- 
triotism? Party friends went to liim dur- 
ing the famous senatorial struggle and 
begged him to withdraw his strong op- 
position to slavery; to 
withdraw it 


for the sake 
of 
bis 
own 
future. 


Tho noble patriot quickly replied: "1 
know what 1 have written.is tbo truth 
and has been the truth for six thousand 
years. And I will declare" it to-morrow 
i[ it jeopardizes or even ruins every polit- 
ical prospect of iuy life." Did our best 
soldiers, think you, Jeave their homes 
and iigut for more wages like hireling 
Hessians? Think ot Keynolds nt Get- 
tysburg, shot and dying, but gasping out 
to his men : ''Forward, for God's sake, 
forward!" Think ot the color-bearer iu 
ono of our Western regiments, .When 
tho tlag was shot to tatters, he grabbed 
the wooden stall' aud yelled out: "The 
staff is loft yet, boys, its enough to light 
by!" Oh, a largo, biave patriotism ecu 
never rest entirely upon self! 


Another, tho second eleuvut in onr 


patiiotism, may be p!tilniit/ini-:>:e. One 
may believe that this laud is a good place 
to work, uot merely for self, but also for 
other men. "For my .brethren and cora- 
paMious' sake, I will now say, Fence be 
witlnu thee." Of all the nations tbis is 
probably the one best adapted to the 
working out of any beuencial refoiui in 
favor of man. We are not as yet deeply 
iu the ruts of caste nud prejudice found 
all over tho old world. Mr. Frothiughata, 
m a recent article on "Democracy aud 
"Moral Progress," says.some very severe 
things about the 
present 
condition 


of Ar.ieilean life; but before ho closes, 
he uses these significant worda: "Ou auy 
fair estimate, the emancipation ot moral 
power, without regard to social condi- 
tions, may justly bo put down us a re- 
sult of the democratic'idea." Not forget- 
ting that terrible ciiaie of slavery, not 
iguoiing present sins and imperfections, 
still we may look into the future with un- 
limited hope for the purest philanthropic 
work here. Our government is the crea- 
ture of the people, and the people, al- 
though of tan bewildered and led astray., 
will in the enij make every representative 
respect their interests. Monopolies and 
"uigs'' may rule for a t'me, but tho peo- 
ple once aroused are more potent thau 
auy secret combination. Legislation here 
is at last always accountable to the bal- 
lot box. Laws arenotiigid with gene- 
ratioiisi of stiff precedent, but are plia- 
ble to every new interest of manhood. Is 
there po'.'.ticul ci>viciption here? i/lmit it. 
BDbnko it. Dproot it. But where can 
you better tho raattar? In 
i4ussia? 


Iu Germany? Iu-Franco? Bo fi'lrwith 
your compu'.isons and then announce the 
land where the people have moreiighh 
and more done for them. 
England, it is 


said, hes a cleaner civH serwee. We cau 
readily believe that. 
England, too, hrs 


led the way and is leading tho way iu 
moro than one moral reform. All glory 
to England for that! But would a ph:i- 
unthronst hero exchange the laws and' 
customs aud possibilities oEAmeiica, tak- 
ing them i's a whole, for all the Jaws and 
customs and possibilities of England? 
We think nut. Whatever may have been 
the past, whatever may bo the present, 
the future of this nation is very attrac- 
tive to the person who loves his fellow- 
meu. If, as one has finely said, a nation 
?s tho "mal".ng-place of men," there is 
not on the round globe a better place for 
'a grand national .'-fe- a bettor place to 
make men into men, i'j raise them put of 
barbarism, to &ive to them a", the liberty 
they can w isely use, to teach them to be 
sn'Kciontly independent, in short, tD load 
them into the eompletsst cit'zenship. 1C 
tho philanthropic.dreams of Plato and 
y;r Thomas More1 and Jean Jacques 
Kousseau have any value and cnu be at 
all rea'-zed on earth, they shall in the ap 
proachiug centuries be realized here. If 
the "coming roan" whom some of the 
poots have sung so lustily shall ever Jive 
in l.'is rooust beauty and untramrneled 
mau hood, he shall be knowa as tho Amer- 
ican citizen, or as the pat'.iot of tho 
United States. • 


Yet, with both the personal element 


aud tlie philanthropic element united, we 
are uot satisfied. The psalmist did uot 
use either or both of them to stop with 
them. * Wo one can work for himself ex- 
clusively aud not become grossly sellish; 
and no one can confine his efforts to only 
ihe earthly needs of his fellows, and not 
become narrow and shallow. 
And tho 


moment your philanthropy caves fur the 
whole man, for soul rs well an tor body 
ami m'td,thatmoraont your philanthropy 
reaches out ot itself up toward the high 
heavens. Leigh Hunt, as you may re- 
member, has thfi man iu the poem tell 
the angel-to. write him down as "one that 
loves his fellow meu," and the angel fin- 
ally wiites him down as "one that love of 
God had blessed." 
Whatever the poet 


may have intended, or however faultily 
his beautiful lines may have sometimes 
been quoted, the doctrine is sound—we 
cimuot perfectly Jove and work for man 
without lovn'ng and working for God 


Thus it is that the psalmist comes to 


his climax, tho third and most important 
cii'iuent in p:itiiot,i.sm, tlie <j"dty. 
One 


niiiy bflievo that this laud is a good pluoe 
fit work, uottneroly for self aud for others, 
!>iit also for (xod, "Bf cause of tlie house 
i > f the Lurd onr GUI!,' I will seek thy 
good." 
This countiy is comparatively 


vonng und itscmlizatiouyeljuip'ressible. 
Any goiUy won; now, means large moral 
nud spmtMl results away down tl.o years. 
Given c ir.Kecrateil, earnest, religions la- 
bor for the ut-xt five generations, and all 
national forces shall bo tributary iu some 
way to tho house ot tho Lord. JNot Hint- 
tli>s will bea theocracy. Not thatcuurch 
aud state will over - bo united here. 
Not that all denominations will Locome 
cue church with one creed aud one ec- 
clesiastical polity, but that this land 
Khali bo pre-eminently, tho place wherL- 
Christianity shall permefitH .'ill life, whern 
God ••ihall bo most thoroi;r>i; acknowl- 


edged, worshipped aud served; and where 
the church of his Son shall be most tri- 
umphantly 
established. 
With 
this 


thought in mind, tne questions connected 
with inimigratiou, which are eo dark and 
puzzling at times to party leaders, be- 
como very luminous. Tho ffodly patriot- 
ic feels, as Christine Nilsson expressed 
it, that tho coming of all nations to us is 
a thing to be proud over and to glory in. 
He is glad to shout out to all sails on all 
eae: "Bring the sons of earth !o us!" 
We will not admit that the dangers im- 
migrants bring are to be compared with 
the opportunity furnished us, if we are 
only earnest, firtn and true, of helping to 
make them over into sons of liberty and 
sous o£ God. 


This lane1, toc: is not oaly a good place 


for men to reach men, but it is also a 
good place for religious truth to perfect- 
ly triumph. Every faith here has a 
chance to test and prove its doctrines, and 
to exhibit before the world all the truth 
possessed. Whatever may have been the 
intolerance of the past, persecuting the 
quiet Quakers, and banishing into tho 
wilderness such a noble spirit an Eoger 
Williams, and doing other equally infam- 
ous deeds, noio tho religious conscience 
is'respected in every state of tho Umou. 
Toleration may be called the law aud 
habit ot tho nation. This gives many 
forms, many iitiiif, but beneath all, thb 
trend is toward the pure truth of God. 
All error in this country is silently losing 
its power. The pessimist is strong of 
lung and fluent with pen, but be is not a 
prophet of the Lord's house. Certainly 
there are evils here both as to morals and 
religion; and these evils are to be unspar- 
ingly exposed and unflinchingly battled; 
but the man who cau find nothing but 
these 
evils 
in this 
land, has not 


studied very profoundly 
the 
signs 


of the times. We affirm that never since 
the election, of our first president has 
there been so vigorous a moral and spirit- 
ual life in the nation as there is to-day. 
l?rooi carefully prepared statistics, this 
has beeu provecf by Dr. Dorchester and 
others. Yet the croakers are bound to 
have all things go to ruin anyway, and 
so slmt their ears against the footsteps of 
God. 


We have no place in this land for cant, 


or bigotry, or pious laziness; but if a man 
really believes iu God and his truth and 
his cause; it he wants to do the divinest 
work possible to consecrated humanity— j 
to help God and man to come together; ! 
if be would liko to serve a nation and by I 
that service build up" the cause of Jesus 
Christ, then lot him give himself zealqus- 
'ly'to these United' States. _No patriotism 
short of the godly shall satisfy us. When 
we think ot our land, we will think, not 
merely of self interests, not merely of 
philanthropic interests, but wo will think 
o£ go"dly interests. The Lord oar Oi-od 
shall be Dot only the God of soul, home, 
church, but also the God of the nation. 
The only way to make auy sentiment 
deep and abiding, is to couaeorato it, to 
render it holy, to put God into it; nud 
thus wo must 1311 our love of our country 
with love of God, Our religion should 
be patiiotlc, and our patriotism religions. 
Thi'i is the spirit of our best national j 
hymn. Freedom's light is called "holy," j 
and prayer is made to our father's God:— 


"Protect us by Tby might, 
Great God, out Kinj.'-" 


It is exceedingly small, if not utterly 


unrighteous, to depreciate the patiiotism 
ot such men as Thomas Paine or even 
Robert Ingersoll because tho one was a 
deist and the other is a skeptic. If there 
was anything to be admired in tun selfish 
patriotism of Bonaparte, or anything to 
be praised in the philanthropic patriotism 
of Mirabeau, then we may recognize the 
compatiiots whose words have been ut- 
tored and whose deeds have been done 
for the good of themselves and others. 
But far, far above these or any others like 
them, we would put th.a man who loved 
his countiy and his God as inseparably 
a<* did the inspired poet in tho psalm; 
the man who dared to acknowledge his 
God, even in the presence of all political 
compeers, provoked as they Tcere at tho 
Sabbath interruption of balloting in. their 
convention; James A. Garfield, tho man 
who tirmly said: "Yes, this is a day of 
suspense, but it is also a day ot prayer, 
and I have more faith in the prayers that 
will go np from chustian hearts to-day 
than I have in all the political tactics that 
will prevail at this convention." 


Fellow citizens, veterans and brethren: 


It is Godly patiiotism for which I would 
t>day most earnestly plead. There may 
be a personal clement and a phManthrop- 
10, but thejo must ref oh a climax in the 
Godly. I am not so anxious that a'l citi- 
zens shouId agree 'rs to taiiff, or as to 
any prrely political question, as I om 
that all should be?:ev& in God and try to 
seiv-e Him r? pali'iofi. In this country

many 
things, but, 


)>i ray opinion, the tb'ig we most need is 
godly patriotism. 
Such a parvioiism 


wou'd give rs a .I;t2rature whose aim 
would bo, not to udieule Ameiican life, 
thereby to fe.'atity arllsao tastes, but to 
defend end puruy aud perfect what God 
has made pecrliar to tb's land. 
Such a 


patriotism would inspire-our children to 
a proper appreciation of our history and 
our institutions. Such apatiioiism would 
protact our home and social circles from 
this nonstint fid silly aping of foreign 
fashions and manners. Sucn a patiiot- 
ism would make us brave to speak out 
against any national weakness and against 
every national sin. Such a patriotism 
would make us pure in pur homes, earnest 
in our business, eager in every morel re- 
form, and unwearied toilers lor God. 
Such a paiiiotism would lift our polities 
out of the reach ot demagogues into the 
realm ot true statesmanship. Such a pa- 
triotism would develop heroes enough to 
save us in war, to bless us in peace, acd 
to establish n. nation which would bo a 
l<irge blight spot in this dark world.

Notwithstanding the prediction thnt ! 


colored dresses would be worn almost | 
to the exclusion of black, thero is still 
evident a partiality for black fabrics for 
both rich and simple toilettes, ancl_most 
ladies, •whether young, old, or middle- 
aged, provide trlcrns elves with one or 
two black dresses. 
Tho reppcd silks 


are considered most stylish for these; 
Sicilienne. ottoman silk" and gros {Train 
find equal favor, :md nre used with the 
plain large reps and also with unique 
brocaded and stamped patterns of linked 
rings, three in a group, largo blocks, 
arabesques, fruits, and shaded balls. 
Tlio more conservative dressmakers, 
however, s.iy that satin merveilleuT is 
as largely used as it wsus last season be- 
cause ladies arc afraid to trust for ser- 
vice to repped silks that are still apt to 
grow "shiny," although they aro much 
leas adulte'ratcd than formerly. 
For 


street suits to be worn ivith small man- 
tles these black silk or satin dresses arc 
made almost as simple as if fashioned 
by u tailor. The basquo is short and 
severely plain, with 
some postilion 


plaitings in the back, and a plaited plas- 
tron, or some ornaments of passemen- 
terie or of lace between the throat and 
the top of the darts. The over-skirt is 
a dee]) apron or a short one, as best 
suits the figure, and its eCgcs are con- 
cealed if short, or simply faced if long. 
If tho wearer is short of stature the 
lower skirt is in lengthwise plaits, either' 
three or five wide triple box plaits fall-; 
ing down the front nud side gores, with 
only a narrow plaiting all around, or 
else there may be a soft bagging puff 
around the hips with long single box 
plaits falling below it on all but the. 
•back widths, where thero aro two 
breadths of drapery arranged to droop1 
in wing-like points. If the dress is- 
worn by a tall person, tho figure is ap-, 
parently shortened by trimmings that. 
pass around the skirt; for instance,1 
there are three bias gathered llounces. 
on each of which aro three rows of vel- 
vet ribbon, and there aro crosswise 
plaited pufls on the front and sides; 
these pull's may bo of different widths, 
two being very deep, with two narrow: 
shirred pufls at the foot of each, and at1 
tho top around tho hips is the soft vertu- 
gadin puft". 


Another style for those of mcd'mm 


height has the back foundation skirt 
covered with two deep gathered val-' 
ances of black satin Surah, in each of j 
which ure three deep tucks, for all ma- 
terials, no matter how rich, are now 1 
folded into tucks; across the front and 
sides aro two satin plaitings bordered. 
with 
passementerie 
or 
with 
a 


band of brocaded ottoman silk, nnd 
above these is a full wrinkled drapery 
of a breadth of tho satin drawn across1 
with its edges concealed. For such 
skirts a plain black silk Jersey will 
make a stylish corsage, and may be 
completed by notched collar of the 
same, or ft collar and cuffs of jet, small 
301 buttons, and a sash bow, or else a 
regular sash of satin ribbon that is wa- 
tered on the wrong side; for a still more 
dressy suit this Jersey may be beaded 
all over and trimmed with lace frills and 
rich fringe of large jets and chenille in 
tho way described last week. 
Small 


buttons, either in bullet or coin shape, 
of plain, crocheted silk, or else the berry- 
buttons covered with small beads, re- 
main in favor for all such dresses. An- 
other feature that accommodates itself 
to both tho slender and the stout is the 
plastron or vest- of the basque; for thin 
chests thero is-a Breton, plastron set in 
of shirred and plaited satin rncrveiUcux 
made in one piece— not separated in the 
middle— with two standing frills around 
the neck; there may be passamcnterie 
ornaments on each side of this, or else 
the silk of the basque is cut away from 
tho lining to form two bold curves on 
each side and below, and its edges are 
finished with a pipiue; fold or thick cord 
and made to fall on the plastron. If tho 
whole waist is too slight, there is a 
plaited and shirred vest instead of a 
plastron, and this vest falls in a •puff 
below tho waist line. Tor plump round 
figures the silk or satin basque maybe as 
plain in front as a Jersey, though with the 
postilion plaiting for finishing the back, 
and the trimming is Hat passementerie, 
or else a smooth vest of netted jet. 


Tho panelled skirts and those with 


loose long plaits are much used for 
stout figures, and there are now double 
plaited iloiraces on each side to form 
side panels, while tho front breadth has 
only a few loose plaits its entire length. 
The demi-polonnise with basquo front 
and princcsse back is liked with, the 
skirts just described, and a priucesse 
effect is now given to tho back ol plain 
round basques by hooking tho drapery 
of tho over-skirt upon the middle and 
sido forms a few inches below the waist. 
The plainest of the dresses described 
above are seen on bright days on tho 
Fifth Avenue or at church, with a very 
simple jacket of black or blue cloth ia 
tailor style or in Jersey shape, or else 
with a short mantle of tho silk or of 
camel's-hair scarcclv more than a scarf 
in depth, enriched by full plaitings of 
French lace, with loops of ribbon or 
pendent jet ornaments amid the lace. 
The bonnet with these is also very sim- 
ple; if worn by a young lady, it is a 
small round-crown capote of lustrous 
black, cream whito or colored straw, 
with a velvet puff on all its edge's, and 
a cluster or full wreath of small and 
lio-ht-colored flowers, usually of cream 
while or pinkish-white liny blossoms in 
preference to tho larger daisies or arte- 
misias; close English turbans are also 
appropriate witn velvet on the brim, 
and either small tips or else ilowers for 
trimming. For older ladies the bonnet 
is of similar shape, but with fuller, 
higher velvet puffing, and an aigrette, 
or darker and larger flowers, with some- 
times a beaclsd or embroidered crown, 
and richly-colorocl cashmere lace. ?mo 
neck is plainly dressed, with the merest 
rim visible of plaited lissc or lace, or a 
linen collar. — Harper's Bazar.

They 
should be made square and of such :i 
si'/.c tlint when the hiuer edges touch ia 
the center the outer edges will be even 
with the bed posts.—Harper's tiazar. 


—Considerable difficulty is sometimes 


experienced iu turning under corn stub- 
ble by spring plowing. It is greatly 
lessened, bv passing a heavy drag over 
the lie-Id, when as the rools are loos- 
ened by frost the butts are tipped over. 
The gain to the oat and barley crop t'ol- 
lowin"- will more than pay tho expense. 
—.V. 1'. Post. 


—That oft discussed question of feed- 


ing stock may be summarized in a few 
words. Let tho -8SM be good, and the 
amount depend upon the age, condition, 
objects in view and amount of exercise. 
Feed with great regularity and let there 
be a variety, remembering that in the 
young animal flesh, strength and fat 
are to be formed.—Chicago Herald, 


—Horses kept in a close stable, espe- 


cially if underground, are apt to suflor 
from sore eyes, caused by the ammon;a 
from their urine. A little land piaster 
or gypsum scattered iu tho stables will 
absorb this ammonia ami save its valua- 
ble fertilizing properties. Diluted sul- 
phuric acid will do the same, but is_ not 
so convenient as the gypsum.— N. 7.. 
HcraM. 


—The Drovers'Journal says that with 


all the dangers from disease, hog-rais- 
ing, though it requires more labor, is 
really the most profitable business which 
farmers cau engage in where corn is a 
sure crop. It is surprising, also, how 
manv fanners there are who seem to 
wholly ignore the fact that any other 
food than dry corn is suitable for swine 
when it is within their power to keep 
such stock half or two-thirds of the 
year on food not nearly so expensive. 


—Difficulty of churning 
may 
be 


caused by tho feed, no doubt, and tho 
cow may also be at fault. 
There will 


very often be a difference in time of .the 
churning of the cream of any two cows; 
and if a cow is given the so-called con- 
dition powders, which contain anti- 
monv, saltpetre, sulphur and other 
drugs, this will affect the cream. 
Tho 


most common cause of difficulty of get- 
ting butter is the too low temperature of 
the cream, which should not be lower 
than sixty-live degrees when it goes into 
the churn. A cow that is in good health 
needs no powders of any kind except a 
handful of salt twice a week in her feed, 
and if the feeding is always the same 
and regular, and the milk and cream 
aro not^kcpt too cold, there will rarely 
be any trouble in the churning.—Conti- 
nental Magazine. 


The "IVh)'7' i» Vegetable Cookery 
Why should beans novcr be put into 


cold water to soak, as is often rccpm- 
raended? Because all tho nutritious 
portion of the bean is extracted by the 
process. They should bo washed in 
warm water, then in cold, be tied loosely 
in a cloth, be put into boiling water, 
with a spoonful of dripping and a little 
salt in it, and be kept boiling for four 
hours. They arc then excellent if served 
with gravy," and not with melted butter. 
They'serve as garnish around roast mut- 
ton "or beef, and are excellent catiug 
sewed whole or as a puree. To make 
tho latter, when the beans are done 
throw them instantly into cold water, 
when the skins will "slip off. Rub the 
beans through a colander, and mix a 
lump of butter with them. A little 
stock, or milk, or cream is excellent 
mixed in. 


Why should plenty of fast boiling wa- 


ter bo used in. boiling vegetables, pota- 
toes exec-pled? Because tlio greater the 
body of boiling water the greater the 
lieat. If only a little water is used tho 
whole affair soon cools, and the vegcta- 
'bles become tough, so much so thai; no 
length of time will render them other- 
wise. Broccoli 
sprouts 
in April, if 


properly cooked by boiling them for 
eight minutes in boiling w;Oer, will be 
teudcr as marrow; but, if not properly 
.done, hours will not cook them. 


Why should onions bo always cut in 


round and very thin rings? Because 
.the iibre is thus cut across, and in so 
cutting them, whether for frying or 
for making sauce, they ure rendered 
very lender when cooked. With tar- 
nips and carrots it is jnst the same; 
neither of the three should be split or 
cut in anj- other way. 


Why s'houkl parsley never bo boiled 


'.with soda—only boiling water and salt? 
Because parsley, having no oil in it, 
'would be spoiled with soda nnd all flavor 
would bo extracted. All parsley should 
be picked free from the stem, be put 
into plenty of boiling water with salt 
'and in summer be boiled only one min- 
ute, and in winter two minutes, and bo 
.strained and chopped on tho back of a 
plate. If only a littlo water is used in 
boiling it, the "water becomes brown and 
tho parsley tough and ill-llavorod. 


Why should vinegar for pickling with 


never'bc boiled? Because boiling takes 
all the strength from it. Whatever 
vegetables are to be pickled'should Jirst 
be"made soft with boiling water strong 
with salt and vinegar poured over. 


Why should two ounces of salt and a 


bit of washing soda always bo put in 
the water to boil greens in? Because 
the salt crisps the 'greens and flavors 
them, and the soda extracts the oil, 
which is greallv injurious to tho diges- 
tion.— Gcrmantown (Pa.} Tdeqraph. 


—A few miles from Corrizo, on tho 


Little Colorado River, a petrified forest 
has been discovered. 
The petrified 


stumps, limbs and whole trees he about 
.on all sides. The action of tho waters 
for hundreds of years has gradually 
washed away the high hills roundabout, 
'and the trees that once covered the high 
'tablelands now lie in the valley be- 
neath.

Upon looking over one of our bee 


publications not long ago. I noted these 
words: "There arc very fe\v farmers 
who do not keep hogs, sheep, cattle, 
horses and poultry. All these scum 
necessary to use up "the products of the 
farm ;md to make the occupation safe 
and certain. The addition of the apiary 
is just as important us the keeping of 
.the varieties of stock ruenliouod, and 
thofurra is hardly complete without it." 
If thn above is the truth—and J believe 
it is—the question arisesgwhy is itjthat 
not one farmer in t\veuty keeps even 
one colony of bees to secure the honey 
allowed to go to waste from not having 
the bees to gather it. Is it not just as 
bad to let this honey, secreted by the 
abundant flora of tho "farm, go to waste, 
as it would be to allow a fielfl of pasture 
.to thus waste for want of stock to con- 
sume it? I believo it is so to bo, yet 
how eagerly we see the farmer gather- 
ing every car of grain, securing stock 
enough to consume the grass from his 
S 


asture, and husbanding all the pro- 
ucts accruing from the farm, except 


the honey which is allowed to -go to 
waste as far , as he 
is concerned. 


Each farmer might keep bees enough 
at least to supply his own table with 
this luscious sweet, but tharc are very- 
few who do it. The reason of all tbi) 
noo-lect in my -opinion, is that farmers 
as°a class are not willing to bestow 
-upon tho bees the time they require; 
hence a failure is almost certain. These 
failures being known in the neighbor- 
hood, others are deterred from making 
a trial. 


How patiently we .see the average 


farmer caro for his stock, feeding his 
cows three times a clay for seven months 
out of the year, and. milking the same 
twice a day for, nearly ten months, get- 
ting little more for • bis butter and milk 
than ho could have got for the produce 
the cow consumed if it had been dis- 
posed .of in the shape of hay and grain 
sold. or pasture rented. Bnt let this 
same person buy a svrann of bees which 
is capable of giving as good as, if not 
greater returns than'a cow, if given tho 
same care and attention, 
and ten 


chances to one he will put it in some 
out-of-the-way place, not go near it 
once'. a month, let it go into winteo- 
quartcrs with little or no prospect of its 
surviving, and then declare bee-keeping 
docs not pay. 
Others who hare a little 


more thought regarding them will 
partial! v attend to their wants till the 
hurry o'f harvest comes on, and then, 
just whon the bees need the most care, 
neglect them entirely, allowing swarms 
to go to the woods and tho bees to lie 
idle for want of surplus receptacles in 
which to store the honey which is being 
secreted plentifully at the time. But no 
matter how much the hurry or how 
great the pressure of business, the hogs 
are fed, and the cows are milked, while 
tbo poor bees arc left to care for them- 
selves, I wish we might .sec a new'era 
dawning among our 'farmersregarding 
this branch of rural industry, seeing it 
placed where it should be .upon an equal 
footing with any other branch of farm- 
ing.— Cor. Eural New Yorker.

On the 
1st uf JVfriy they will move by i.he thou- 
sands. ' Oonsl-iintly 
unu.isy, 
t'liey go 


around from dock to duck sinking where 
the loxvost tide is. They have a navy. 
It is made up of Hearing pieces of wood 
and floating chips. They arc all pirates 
or wreckers. When scraps 
or slops 


are thrown overboard from a ship's deek 
they put out their craft and seize it. 


"Tourists going to Europe board a 


ship in two ways. The passengers go 
up frhe gang-plank. The rats climb up 
the anchor-chain and enter the ship. by 
the anchor port-hole. Dun Slingsby, the 
great rat-catcher, says he has seen an 
old rat, carpet .hag in hand, bid his 
family ^ood-'by and then walk tip one of 
tin; ship's cables. Dock rats go to 
Europe whenoKer they feel like if, and 
usually make live trips a year. They 
are third-class passengers. Tbe lirst- 
class go in the cabin, the second iu the- 
steerage, and the rats in the hold. Go- 
ing over, thev live on exported American 
flannels and 
rosin. 
Coming 
back 


their food is imported fruits and deli- 
cacies. They do not get off tho vessel 
when it touches Liverpool for fear Of 
being left behind. They are able to 
climb the rigging like old sailors. In 
wooden ships they .sometimes eat t hrough 
the plunks anil sot the vessel leaking. 


"There are English rats in America 


and American rats in England. The.

American, and its not generally able to 
stand up four 
rounds against

American rat. The 'lion tou' of New 
York rats imitate the customs of the 
British rats. 


"Ruls mate. In a year a newly wed- 


ded pail' of rats will raise. an interesting 
family of ll'O ofl'spring, not counting 
descendants of the third and fourth 
generation. This is why at the moment 
a paif of rats set up their household 
goods on board a ship its owners will 
give a nit-catcher $100 to serve a writ 
of ejectment on the prolilic rodents. 
Some vessels keep twenty cats to hunt 
vermin. 


••The hotels in New York are greatly 


annoyed with rats, and they infest pri- 
vate houses. The Windsor pays $200 a 
year, the St. Nicholas and a largo num- 
ber of others $100 each to a professional 
rat-catcher, who hunts rats in them 
twice a week the year round. 
Some 


private houses pay $20 a month to be 
protected from tho vermin. Harry Jen- 
nings, the king of the New York rat- 
catchers, is said to have an income of 
SG, 000. a year. The captured rats are 
sold at $15 a hundred." 


"How do rats reach private houses?" 
"Thev go from the docks six or seven 


miles through the sewers, stop opposite 
gome house and mine their way into its 
cellar. A banquet at a residence will 
bring a whole colony of them. We can 
always tell when there is a great supper 
at the Union League Club by the move- 
ment of the rats toward the upper part 
of the city. 
"There arc about a dozen kinds of 
rats. 
The common rat is a brindlu 


grav. There are white and black rats. 
white and gray, and pure white ones 
with pink eyes. 
I have heard rat- 


catchers tell of pink ones with white 
eyes. I never saw one. I once caught 
a rat with but two feet. The other rats 
had held him in a museum. An ordi- 
nary rat weighs one pound. The largest 
one I ever saw weighed two pounds and 
six ounces, and w;is as big as a half- 
grown cat."

>'A little 
black-and-tan, weighing 


eleven pounds, aboxit the beginning of 
Match, in a plsco not a hundred miles 
from New York, killed 100 rats in thir- 
teen minutes aad twenty-eight seconds. 
That is tho fastest time ever made in 
New York. 
Mr. Foster's fox-terrier, 


Pigeon, weighing six pounds, polished 
off ten rats in fifty-eight seconds, which 
is the best time on record in Europe or 
America. In the pit the rats sometimes 
show fight to the dog. 
I have seen, a 


terrier so covered with rats that you 
couldn't, sec a huir on his body. 
They 


bite the dog so severely sometimes that 
he is covered with blood. Tho noblo 
sport, I am sorry to say, is declining. 
In its palmy days' I havo seen $5,000 or 
$6,000 change hands around the pit in a 
few minutes." 


"What is the best time ever made by 


a rat-catcher?" 


"Prince Jennings once picked up a 


rat a minute for live hours at a stretch. 
That's the best time I know of." 


"Arc rat-catchers ever attacked or 


bitten?" 


"Stories of them being killed by rats 


have been printed, but they are sensa- 
tional. When rat-catchers are bitten 
they cauterize the wound at once, Hats 
seem to know them and hardly ever try 
to hurt them. I have often put a dozen 
rats inside my shirt vihen I had filled 
my bag and bad nowhere else to put 
them." 


"The rat-catchers' guild is hold in 


high repute?" 


"Yes. In England the rat-catchers 


wear belts on which pictures of cats and 
rats and dogs arc wrought. The.y ought 
to do so here. They are too modest." — 
N. Y. Journal.
